EVERGREEN  TREES 


.  Conifers 

All  our  Evergreen  Trees  and  Shrubs  are  dug  with  a 
ball  of  earth  then  securely  wrapped  with  burlap  and  twine. 
Thus  the  roots  are  not  disturbed  or  exposed.  In  handling 
Evergreens  or  any  ‘‘balled  and  burlapped”  plants,  be  care¬ 
ful  to  not  loosen  the  soil  from  the  roots  of  the  plant.  In 
re-planting  cut  the  twine  around  the  trunk  or  stem  of  the 
plant,  roll  back  the  burlap  so  as  to  allow  new  soil  to  cover 
the  “ball,”  tamp  fine  new  soil  around  the  plant,  leaving 
the  burlap  on  the  plant,  soak  down  with  water  sufficient 
to  settle  the  new  soil  and  thus  exclude  any  air  pockets. 
Water  liberally  during  the  first  summer  after  planting, 
and  particularly  during  July  and  August.
